EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Perennial Pinafore and Its Authors 


T 


HE production of "Pinafore" by local ama- 


teurs shows that the ancient production of 


Gilbert and Sullivan has not lost its power to 
charm—that a good thing can never grow stale. 


It is nearly thirty years since London wit- 


nessed the first production of that marvellously 
popular comic opera, and it will probably be 
thirty years more before the last curtain has been 
rung down on "Pinafore." 


W. S. Gilbert, the librettist, is probably the 


ablest writer of comic opera librettos that ever 
lived. He was a noted writer of comic and sen- 
timental verse before he adopted the career that 
brought him fame and fortune. 
And his influ- 


ence was something wonderful, considering the 
nature of his vocation. He did not cause thrones 
to tremble nor ministries to totter, but he made 
\V. H. Smith, the First Lord of the Admiralty so 
iridiculous by caricaturing him as Sir Joseph 
Porter, that Smith never outlived the derision 
inspired by his suppositions advice to 


"Stick to your desks and never go to sea 
And you'll all be rulers of the queen's 
navee." 


And if Gilbert was great as a librettist, Sir 


Arthur Sullivan was none the less so as a music- 


ian. 
Sir Arthur was also-a friend of the then 


Prince of Wales, King Edawrd, but nobody ever 
suspected that that had anything to do with the 
title of knighthood which was conferred upon the 
musician by Queen Victoria. Gilbert might have 
been a knight as well had it not been for his being 
a liberal of the liberals, with a profound contempt 
for pomp and sham. 


A singular thing was that the two partners 


seemed unable to succeed without each other. 
After writing "Pinafore," "The Pirates of Pen- 
zance," "The Mikado," and a number of other 
great hits, they quarrelled in their old age. Sir 
Arthur in collaboration with J'asil Hope wrote 
an opera. 
It was an almost absolute failure. Gil- 


bert, in partnership with Alfred Cellier, produced 
another with scarcely better success. 
Sullivan 


died 
shortly afterward. Gilbert lives . today, 


wealthy, the retired life of a country gentleman. 
He is a magistrate of his county and doubtless 
does his best in trying criminals to make the pun- 
ishment fit the crime.
